NEGROES FIGHT DUEL 


TO DEATH WITH KNIVES 


Stubborn Battle on Streets Watched 


By Crowd, That Evinced No De- 


sire to Interfere. 


Chicago, May 31.—With a crowd of 


a hundred or more persons looking on, 
and with no police to Interfere, two 
men fought .with knives at Twenty- 
second and Dearborn streets, until.one 
of them fell dead, stabbed in 
the 


leart. The slayer stood, knife In hand, 
until a policeman' from the near-by 
station appeared and disarmed him 
without .resistance. , Once in a ceil the 
man grew sullen 
and- refused 
to 


answer questions concerning the dead- 
y quarrel. 


The fight was a ^stubborn one and 


the combatants seemed to realize that 
death was to be the portion of the 
loser. 
Both victor' and vanquished 


were negroes,.and.,the white-persons 
who, witnessed)tho encounter showed 
no disposition to call the.police.
